Opposition parties go on attack 
as jobless figures rise by 3,400

The only encouraging fea¬ 
ture of yesterday's figures was 
that the number of people on 
the uaempl 03 'ed register a*ho 
found jobs during May rose 
sharply to a total of 388J100, 
after a substantial fall in 
April. 

Nbrlbem Ireland remains 
the blackspot. deniite a mar¬ 
ginal fall in the number out of 
work last month, with 20.7 per 
cent of the workforce on the 
dole on a seasonally adjusted 
basis.

A GRENADIER guardsman 
who wanted to break into 
the Queen Hotber's home. 
Clarence House, entered an 
adjoining bimduig and 
started fires. 

Stejrtien VaUintine, aged 
22, of FuUuun, London, was 
gaoled for three years yester¬ 
day after admitting a charge 
of arson. 

It was stated at Southwark 
Crown Court that Vallintlne, 
who was statiotied at Wind¬ 
sor Palace, went on an “ ex¬ 
tended drinkiDg binge ** after 
an argument with a friend 
and broke into Clarence 
House in the Mall at Sam on 
March 29. 

Using his special knowl¬ 
edge of the palace, which he 
had once guarded, VaUintine 
roamed the grounds. **lhe 
thought occurred to him to 
test the security of Clarence 
House. He dimbed over a 
wall into the garden hut 
found himself in the ground 
of Marlborough House, the 
Commonwealth secretariat,'’ 
said David Hedhnrst, 
prosecuti&g. 

Inmde, he set light to piles 
of correspondence. “ While 
the fire brigade were patting 
out the fires in some rooms, 
ValUbtine was starting fires 
in others,” said counsel 

Mr James Dawson, defend¬ 
ing, said: ** Just before this 
Offence he had an argument 
with a friend which trig¬ 
gered this drinking binge. 
He bad recently discovered 
he had homosexnal tenden¬ 
cies and was findixtg the 
army extremely stressful. He 
was constantly being ribbed 
by his coUeagues about this 
alTO didn’t want to return to 
the army." 

He said; “ VaUintine was 
absent without leave from 
his post at Windsor Castle, 
where he should have been 
guarding the royal family.

Amnesfy 
for drug 
users to 
catdi 
pushers

Dorset police have offered 
an umesty to drug users who 
are prepared to provide infOr- 
matlon whidk eoold lead to Oie 
pushers. 

The amne^, believed to be 
the first of its kind offered by 
a British police force, is also 
intended to .encourage parents 
who suspect-their teenage dul- 
dren of using, hard drags to 
seek help and to reve^ the 
identity of the pushers. 

The Chief Constable of Do^ 
set, Blr Brian Weight; said that 
the amnesty would last for one 
month. If an in£(»mant impli¬ 
cated >tifngriy Or' a' meniber of 
his family in a minor drugs 
offence no action would be 
taken, he said. 

“I accept that Uiis is an 
unprecedented course but. such 
is my determination to comibat 
the probl_em, I an prepared to 
use any means my' di& 
posal.’* said Mr Wei^t. 

The number of hard drug 
users in Dorset , has risen 
sharply in the past year, and 
the number of drug pushers 
arrested has zisen by 200 per 
rf'nt, according - to Detective.

Women’s magazines ‘promote smoking’

The tobacco- industry and 
the publishers of most maga¬ 
zines aimed at young people 
are breaking mduntazy codes 
by continuing to glamourise 
cigarette smoking, doctors said 
in London yesterday. 

The British Medical Associa^ 
tion commissioned Dr Bobby 
Jacobson and Dr Amanda 
Amos to look closely at 
wtaneo’s magazines and their 
policies on tobacco advertising. 

They fotmd that one third of 
the 53 magazines survived 


refused tobacco advertising 
But the rest 'were for the most 
part in breach of the tobacco 
udustry*s voluntary agreement 
with uie Government which 
aims to prevent young people 
being exposed to “hard sell” 
tobacco advertising. 

At least a million non-smok¬ 
ers aged 15 to 24 were being 
exposed to cigarette advertis¬ 
ing in this way, thes’ say. 

Tbe report calls for legisla¬ 
tion to ban all tobacco adver¬ 
tising and promotion. In the 
meantime, the Advertising 


Standards Authority’s code of 
practice should be strength¬ 
ened so that dgarettes can no 
longer be advertised in any 
magazine whose largest reader¬ 
ship group is under 25. The 
tobacco industry should be in¬ 
structed to cease advertising in 
youth magazines forthwith. 

A ^okesman for the 
Tobacco Advisory Council 
said: '* I cannot accept any ac¬ 
cusation that we are outside 
the .Advertising Standards 
Authority’s rales. .All cigarette 
advertising has to be pre-vet- 
ted by the ASA and given a 


certificate before it can be 
published,”

Mr -Barre,. who was prime 
minister for the last five years 
of Ur Valery Giscard d’Es- 
taiog’s presidency, is the first 
major political figure to an¬ 
nounce Us intention to run 
when President Francois 
Mitterrand’s term ends. 

The 61 -year-old politician has 
been consistently heading opin¬ 
ion polls in recent months as 
the most popular opposition 
figime, ahead of Mr Giscard 
and another of his former 

g rime ministers, the GaulHst 
[a>^)r of Paris, Ur Jacques 
Chirac. 

But none of the countiy's 
other leading politicians, Mr 
Mitterrand included, has for¬ 
mally announced that they will 
run for the seven-year presi¬ 
dential term. 

Mr Barre chose an intervi^ 
in yesterday's issue of the cm- 
tre-right. weekly magazine, 
L’Express. to launch -bis candi¬ 
dature. 

He told L’Ezpress: “ If at 
the appn^riate time 1 have 
the feeling that I can benefit 
from the deep confidence of a

Walesa murder plot 
a fiction, says MUer 


Warsaw: A convicted mur-- 
derer who said he had been 
recruited to kill Lech Walesa, 
the leader of Solidarity, has 
told Polish televisioQ that he 
invented the story after watch¬ 
ing crime films. 

Jozef Szczepanski. aged 34. 
was detained for investigation 
after he told Mr Walesa at his 
home in Gdansk three weeks' 
3S0 that an unidentified man 
had offered him a gun to 
shoot the union leader in 
return for money and a 
passport 

Xn a television interview 
broadcast apparently from a 
prison cell. Mr Szczepanski was 
asked if he had made up his 
story on the basis of crime 
films and detective novels. 

“ Yes, on films, above all on 
films,” he replied. 

Mr Szczepanski was gaoled 
for 11 years in 1981 for mur¬ 
dering a poKcetnan. 'When he 
spoke to Mr Walesa he was on 
compassionate leave from 
prison because his wife was ill. 

Mr Walesa said in a state¬ 
ment yesterday: ** if what 


Szczepanski said (in- the inter¬ 
view) is true, then I am glad.” 

The Polish government- said 
that Ur -Szczepanski had a his¬ 
tory of mental distuibance and 
suicide attempts, and cautioned 
against gjving credence -to his- 
ciaims.- .. . 

However. opposUion activists: 
have taken ■ •thrMts- against 
themselves -seriously since the 
pro-Solidarity* • priest' Father 
Popieluszko, was , kidnapped 
and murdered by- security 
policeman last Oetooer. 

Mr Walesa's lawyer. Mr 
Jacek Taylor, said that a mys¬ 
terious as^ct ' of Mr 
Szczepanski's jtiory was his 
release on parole so soon after 
he had been convicted of mur¬ 
der. The government spokes¬ 
man, Ur Jerzy Urban, said 
that prisonen were often'giveh 
compassionate leave. 

The Warsaw prosecutor’s 
office said yesterday that Ur 
Szczepanski was stiU in deten¬ 
tion. and his statement that he 
had invented the murder plot 
would have' to be investigated.

President Reagan is expected 
to tell Congress by the end of 
next week that the United 
Stakes intends to keep within 
the broad provisions of the 
1979 Strategic Arms Control 
Limitation Treaty, although it 
will make clear its strong 
reservations. 

The National Security Ad¬ 
viser, Air Robert McFarlane. 
wrote to Congress yesterday in¬ 
forming its leaders that Mr 
Reagan's final decision, which 
was due today, would be post¬ 
poned until tbe Secretary o( 
State, Mr George Shultz, has 
made a flying visit to Lisbon 
next week to consul other 
Nato foreign ministers on the 
1979 pact. Althougli no one in 
the adminisixation likes ' Salt 
IL both Mr Shultz and Mr 


McFarlane believe there is lit¬ 
tle choice but qualified 
adherence. 

The expected decision to 
keep within Salt comes at a 
time when senior arms control 
officials are' urging the Soviet 
Union to accept changes in the 
1972 anti-baliistic missile 
treaty to accommodate a new 
generation of defensive 
weapons systems. 

In important public ad¬ 
dresses, Mr Paul Nitze, Presi¬ 
dent Reagan's special arms 
control adviser, and the head 
of tbe Arms Control Agency, 
Mr Kenneth Adelman have' 
made the case for amendments 
to the ABM treaty in a wa}* 
which would > j^ermit 
develoment of Star Wars 
defences. 

A senior arms control aide 
‘said that Mr Nitze and Mr 


Adelman were seeking to out¬ 
line the administration's plans 
tor the ABM in the future, 
and there was no intention, as 
critics allege, of abrogating the 
treaty. The aide pointed out 
that SDI had not reached the 
point where an amendment to 
the ABM treaty would be 
required, although tbe adihinis- 
tratlon believed that it would 
need changing at some point. -

In Dr Dolphin’s view, suf¬ 
ferers' may have instinctively 
sought out blood by biting 
humans..

It is arduous on toe east, he 
admits, but there’s a gi^t 
camaraderie — it’s part of 
their contract toat they 
mingle in the bar after the 
show. And he had five or six 
hundred applications for the 
dozen or so Jobs in toe 
summer season.- 

“It’s bloody bard work but 
it’s wor^” 'is the-explanation 
offered by Bill Tankard, 
northern seerecary of toe 
actors' union. Equity. “It's 
great that the place has been 
saved for live theatre. Fm 
supporting these people all 
the way.” 

There’s wnthing wroug with 
the shows, be says. 
don’t suffer from a lack of 
rehearsal time, it seems-to 
me. Itfs worked in the past — 
weekly rep was a regular 
feature. He did 48 per cent 
over his last six-week season, 
whidi is good business. It’s 


not fantastic, but it’s better 
than having the place dark.” 

In the short ter% maybe. 
But in the long idn (so to 
speak) is this really the best 
way to build an audience for 
live toeatre? 1 went to see the 
production of Shut Your Eyds 
— And Think Of England 
which last week lasnched 
their Summer Comedy Pl^ 
house (followed Iw Gi^. 
'Boeing-Boeing. and She Was 
Only An Admiral’s Daughter). 

1 left at the interval, bored 
and irritated to distraction 
The actors worked hard- as 
marionettes, capering and 
posing for the lau^ lines with 
no attempt at credible charac¬ 
terisation; tile flats shook as 
.doors opened. The couple 
behind me wondered if they 
had seen it before. The show 
bore no relation to the spell¬ 
binding magie of Ziving 
dramiu if that was all that 
live toeatre had to offer I 
would never go again. 

X don't think toat Crewe's 
record suggests it was ever 
too way out an experiment or 
too intellectually demanding. 
However lowbrow toe pro¬ 
gramming audiences nowa- 
want and need some¬ 
thing more than, tatty rep. 
They want quality anh thid 
costs, in cash and talent-. 

Subsidy doesn’t guarantee 
quality: the National Theatre 
can foil. Uuder-Amding 
doesn't eoinpel disaster: 
shoestring frin^ companies 
can soar. But playing down to 
your audience on a low 
budget does not create the 
theatre of the ftitiire.

Scenes from their TV programmes, and the 
attitudes of their rulers, often depict the 
American way of life as violent and vengefuj. But 
thia is rejected by a widening strand of opinion in 
the States. SnsEtn Thomas meets its latest 
exponent to visit Britain. 

Stand & deliver 


IF Dynasty. Dallas, compu¬ 
ters, and cruise are in the 
mainstream of US exports to 
Britain, then Father Bede 
Smith, priest, civil rights 
worker, liberation theolo¬ 
gian, and a roecialist in the 

e sycholoro of violence, must 
e part m the radical under¬ 
current. For the thinking 
Church is one of America’s 
liveliest exports and a fact 
which can give little satisfac¬ 
tion to its President, since it 
involves so many men and 
women of unimpeachable 
academic respMtability who 
are highly critical of his 
policies. 

They arrive, these monks 
and anos. priests and 
bishops, in the guise of scien¬ 
tist. media specialist, or theo¬ 
logian, pause just long 
enough to take the airwaves 
by storm, and then fly out 
again leaviim us to di^st the 
latest unpalatable truth. So 
fer weVe had the theory of 
nuclear wintcor. the news that 
low level ladjation.is kilUng 
off the species, and toe pro- 
nonneement that Just Wars 
disappeared with the 
development of nuclear 
weapons. 

Bede Smito|s research is 
less dramatic and more 
fundamental. He is eon- 
cenied with the violence in 
aoeiete, whether inslitution- 
ali^pa, casu^ or endemic. 

at toe invitation of Pax 
Christl, the International 
Catholic Peace Movement, be 
has come to look at the 
we handle peace and justice 
issues (toe ^loitation of the 
underprivileged through 
unemployment, denial of 
benefits, racism, sexism, and 
militarism) and cope with, or 
by, violence. 

What had he made of us so 
fer, X asked, my thou^ts on 
picket lines, lootb^l ter¬ 
races, and inner city streets. 
Bnt he refused to be drawn. 
Except to say how impressed 
he was by the English police 
successfully fulfilling their 
role without guns. 

"Unfortunately for us toe 
possession of a hand am, 
which is a major source of vi¬ 
olence in the State^ is pretty 
near a primazy ra^t Even 
tooiigb the evidence shows 
that nearly all guns are 
bought by citizens to be used 
in self defence against a bur¬ 
sar, or mugger or rapist — 
some iwia^wary pexson who 
threatens their personal safe¬ 
ty — in feet, two-thirds of the 
iniiiTtga of friends and rela¬ 
tives are committed with 
those same guns.” 

It is all part of the national 
myth, he says, the myth of 
cowb( 9 S and Indian^ cops 
and robbers, its past m folk 
meznoxy and its present on 
the TV screen. “The TV 
media is less and less a 
friend of our people. It cre¬ 
ates violent images of a 
violent society with a violent 
police force, uevitably, to a 
certain extent the police 
build np a tou|9i image of 

tbeniMlv^” 

He was less than lyrical 
about oar American TV con¬ 
sumption. Miami Vice, Dirty 
Haiiyi Dallas, toe A Team, 
even the acclaimed Hill 
Street Blues, which shows 
caring, responsible police 
but stiu has the sezgeant end¬ 
ing the briefing With the in¬ 
junction to "Get out and do it 
to them before they do it to 
•yon.” 

"Anything which feeds toe 
im^nation'With'scenes of 
people Tieing-hunted,' tor- 
hir^ beateiir blown w has 
to have *a' spillc pver.”^ lt-;is 
worse; he adds, in the States 
where a dozen channels and 
cable ofihr- "AdulF’ mov^ 
les and violence all day long. 
And increasingly it is the 
■ imaginat y threats Which dis- 
iturb people — the mythical 
Ibrniglar, the Soviet invader— 
all the- more fin^tening for 
being unknown. 

And the growto of the New 
RUfet, whose missionaiy ten- 
tades have such a strong 
onsp on Central America, is 
toe most worrying trend . in 
the Stat«: "its emphasis on 
law and order, revenge the 
use of violent law enforce¬ 


ment procedures, somctiiing 
yon omy ever see in the poor 
and ghetto areas of the 
country." 

It is always the poor who 
suffer. Just as poverty (and 
not colour) decided whether 
you lived or died in Vietnam, 
now it is wealth and colour 
which decides whether you 
serve a prison sentence for 
murder or end up on Death 
Row. With the reinlroduction 
of the death penalW in the 
States, it is, he says, the pooiv 
est prisoners who die. 
“Colour is a major factor. 
Not, as we first thought, the 
colour of the murderer but 
toe colour of the victim. If toe 
victim is black, the killer is 
most unlikely to die XT the 
Mller is rich, be will almost 
certainly escape the death 
penally. 

As opinion hardens In the 
States, revenge replaces re¬ 
habilitation and extra¬ 
ordinary scenes occur. 
Parents present at the execu¬ 
tion of their daughter’s kfller 
celebrate with drinks and 
dancing outside the gaol* 
"Worse were the sheriffs' 
men who lined the road to 
jeer at the prisoner on his 
■way. to execution and cele¬ 
brated in the street when it 
was accomplished. There is 
this Rowing tendency to see 
the ’enemy’ — whether a mur¬ 
derer or a Russian — as sub¬ 
human. someone who can be 
denied basic human rights." 

Before we met he recom¬ 
mended me to look at the 
work of Jacques Ellul, too 
French philosopher and theo¬ 
logian who postulated the 
theory toat violence, once 
committed, is self perpetuat¬ 
ing and reciprocaL

Violence begets violence, 
he said. There is no such 
thing as a little violence now 
to ensure a peaceftil society 
later, l^ook at every state 
which came into being by 
violent means. Each main¬ 
tains itself by overt force or 
psychological violence — pro¬ 
paganda, secret societies, 
(biased reporting, or 
bcainwashinit 
So is there no way out of 
the violence trap? "Ctoly by a 
commitment to non-violen¬ 
ce,” si^ Smith. Non-violent 
opposition can work, but 
first, knowledge — detailed, 
accurate, and wide ranging 
knowledge—is esseotial 
-‘At the moment society 
finds itself in a psychological 
impasse. Whether we approve 
of deterrence or whether we 
don’t, we are still involved in 
a psychological battle to 
make sure war doesn’t occur- 
Both sides are dealing with a 
ghost ... something which 
only «dste in our noa^u- 
tion.” It is a mtnation which 
makes us more vulnerable to 
emotional manipulation, less 
rational, more explosive in 
our reactions. 

Non Violent Direct Action 
can push issues Into the pub¬ 
lic consciousness, forcing 
governments to examine and 
exidain their policies. And 
the Church, which has long 
neglected its pacifist roots, is 
busy doing uie same thins 
"Too much emphasis has 
put on Jesus's criticism. 
of the Pharisees and not 
enough attention paid to St 
Matthew's gospel — ‘All who 
jtake the sword shall perish 
Iby tile sword*' ”

While the 
great man lives for tils great 
woilc—^wfaich is actnally noth¬ 
ing more than a 6&i>age Ins' 
toiy of the parish for the 
civic society—^be is minis¬ 
tered to by his wife and sis¬ 
ter an equally unlKtppy and 
unfulfilled widow. 

Susan’s vitality is directed 
into an active fantasy life,, 
peopling the play with an 
idealised family, invisible to 
others, which positively mir¬ 
rors the negative gaps in her 
own reality. 

Instead of being a periph¬ 
eral supporter, she is at the 
centre of their concerns. She 
renounces a life of pampered 
lujniry with a nigge^y hand¬ 
some husband who says and 
does all the protective things 
women dream of. 

Instead of the competitive 
sister-in-law, there's a 

fiercely loyal younger 
brother. And her awkwardly 
alienated son is replaced 
with a successful and de¬ 
voted daughter. 

Ayckbourn's production at 
the Stephen Joseph theatre 
in the round in Scarborough 
brilliantly juxtaposes and 
superimposes these tsvo 

worlds. Horrid actuality is 
mischievously invoked by 

Russell Dixon’s insufferably 
smug clergyman and Heather 
Stoney as his crassly awful 
sister. 

‘And there is a superlative 
performance from Ursula 
Jones as Susan, a little girl 
longing to be taken care of 
but growing in awareness 
that ner dreams are turning 
into a nightmare. 

'As Ayckbourn digs relent¬ 
lessly deeper into her psydie 
the farce becomes more bi¬ 
zarre, so the volume of 
laughter increases to block 
out the pain until the la^, 
lingering moment as she 
sintot isto incoherence. 

Who else has the nerve, 
the assurance, and the 
accompMshznent to leave us 
on surir a downbeat of de¬ 
spair, by way of such merri¬ 
ment? Who else could turn 
the dramatic cliche of a 
kno<^ on the head into such 
a compassionate study of the 
damage we untinnldni^, un¬ 
feelingly, do to ead) other ?

T-Tinr the sOk stockings, the 
way with a cigarette, the Je 
ne sais quoi of some of its 
most famous practitioners, 
the cabaret of pre-war Paris 
Berlin holds a fatal 
charm — not least for those 
who would seek to evoke it, 
recreate it or attempt to con¬ 
vince us. and themselves, 
that they still inhabit it. 
Cabaret has become one of 
the last refuges of the scoun¬ 
drel. But Eelene Delavault is 
something different 

Classically trained, a 
singer primarily of opera, . 
Delavault interprets the 
songs of cabaret with a rare 
technical finesse, bat also 
with a combination of vivac¬ 
ity, wit and friatesse — not 
to mention a way with a cig¬ 
arette — which brings the 
period alive in a way few 
others have matched. 

Her one-woman show, Le 
Tango Stup^ant — which is 
at the Almeida Theatre in 
Islington' north London, for. 
the next seven days brings 
together a range of music 
written between 1900 and 
19M from composers and lyri¬ 
cists as diverse as Satie, 
Schoenberg, Bredit and Weill 
and Benjamin Britten and W. 
'H. Auden, and singers such as • 
Yvette Guilbert — immortal¬ 
ised In the paintings of Tou¬ 
louse-Lautrec — and Marie 
Dnbas, the principal influ¬ 
ence on Plaf. 

Jt celebrates, says 
Delavault, “with irony, ten¬ 
derness, and sophistication, 
broken hearts and mysterious 
drugs.” drugs in ques¬ 
tion are not only alcohol, 
nicotine and I’amour, but 
also mothballs and liquid 
bleach — “ the painkiller of . 
the century.** Fin-de-siecle 
Paris, it seems, had a fine 
sense of humour. 

Helene Delavault is the 
dau^ter a Brittany doc¬ 
tor -who -would have been a 
pianist, “if my fingers had 
been stronger.’’ really wanted 
to be an actress, and tboi^t 
opera ‘‘pompous and ridicu¬ 


lous ^ until rile began to 
sing it herself. Her most cet 
ebrated performance to date 
was in the title role of Peter 
Brook's Carmen. 

She began ain^ng cabaret 
songs as a dinner party tom 
for mends, eventually taking 
her perfdrmance on st^ at 
their instigation three years 
aga Since then she has pet^ 
formed her show throughout 
Europe, and in America. On 
the one hand, she says, it 
allows her to become -tiie a<^ 
tress She always wanted to 
be — she animatAe the wing s 
with the subtlest facial and 
bodily gestures, in lighting 
that is starkly effective, and 
her spoken introductions are 
a smril perfoxmance in them¬ 
selves. “1 want to Twairft the 
cabaret style alive according 
to my sensibility, and for tile 
sensibilities of a modem au¬ 
dience,” she says, “l also 
wanted to show the range of 
music of that period.” 

.Many of the songs in her 
repertoire €sd>ody an inno- 
ence, a quaint naively 
which. Delavault agrees, is 
sadly lost “We live in a 
cynical age,” she says 
plagently. “But many are 
-witty and sophisticated also, 
and tiiey touch the heart So 
much contempora:^, serious, 
music sow is intellectual 
only; it is for the head, not 
the heart 1 like to ring of 
happiness mid sadness.” 

Helen Delavault was grow¬ 
ing quite rhapsodic. She is a 
handsraie, statuesque vroman, 
with a playful''smile and a 
steady intriligriit gaze. She 
is interested in Gurdjief, and 
is presently reading 
Dostoevsky’s The Possessed. 
One fancies that Toulouse- 
Lautrec -would have gladly 
fallen the short distance to 
his knees to paint her. She 
creates illurions. 

“'What 1 also like very 
much,” she confesses, “ is 
the muric of Andrew Uoyd ' 
Webber."

THE VISIT by New York’s 
Negro Ensemble company to 
the Shaw Theatre -with 
Sanun-Art Williams’s “Home 
is their first -to London in 
sixteen years. 1 can’t help 
wishing they had chosen a 
tougher, stronger piece than 
this Our Town-^like hymn to 
the virtues of American, 
rural life. But. though the 
writing is often folksy, this 
90-mjnute piece (a 1980 Tony 
Award nominee) is superbly 
acted by its cast of three. 

It belongs squarely to the 
frontporch, rocking-chair 
school of American drama. 
Its anecdotal orphaned hero, 
Cephus Miles, is brought up 
on the land (“When you 
hold a plant, you can hear 
the heartbeat of God’^ in 
Cross Roads, North Carolina. 
He steers us through his 
early life of crap-shooting in 
the segregated. graveyard, 
tentative hayloft love-making 
with Patti Mae, taking over 
the farm on the death* of 
Gramps. 

Refusing to* fight in 'VieV 
nam brings . him five bitter 
years in the slammer. 
Reviled for spitting on the 
flag, he takes off the wicked 
city where he falls foul of 
fast women and hard-faced' 
emigoyers and becomes' a 
footloose • alkie. But finally, 
and happily, it is bai^ to the 
farm redeemed for hiTn by 
his childhood sweetheart who 
is a-waiting there to nr^e 
him pecan pie. 

Mr WllUams crams 20' - 
years of a Ufe info a short' 
space and, along the way, he 
makes some telling points 
about the changes in a mg r, 
ica: witness the drastic shift 
in attitude, tovnmds -Vie tMam 
and 'the hero’s shock on 
returning to Cross Roads to 
find the rest-rooms are no 
longer segregated. 

But, though the piece has 
the whimsicri charm of a fa¬ 
ble, it relies too heavily (a 
bit tike Peter Weir’s-.Wit¬ 
ness) on the contrast be¬ 
tween the idyllic country and 
the sinful city. Cross Roads, 
wit'h its gnil^toducing Bible- 
punchers, doesn't strike me 
as ell tiiat seductive; and 
thme is sUgbtiy more, even 
to American uri>an life, than 
pushers, gold-diggers and 
ca5e.workets.

Hi 
the comer, Joe Migwi’s radio began to 
chatter. Charlie’s £^Ush was non-exis¬ 
tent and* Joe's tetchy (their own lan¬ 
guage is a branch of the North 
Atbapaskasd tongue) so Moise Babesca, 
a trapper and guide who had vdlun- 
t^ed. for this translated. . : . ■ 

- Three Di^b communities bad called 
us. Masse said. **7bey say it is good that , 
you are writing this down from our own*; 
mouths. They zay ^ve it your best sbot. 
All people round here are 'ocmcenied 
that you make it back safely with tiie 
.truth to ttie Queen’s land.” 

In' inuoaner the sun' rolls mound 
.heamn all day in these latitudes, but in 
springtime tiiere are two hours of dark¬ 
ness and we tried to make the best of it 
1 noticed that none of the Indians’ deep- 
Ing bags was zipp^ op. and that Cliar- 
-iie’s vniicibester was to^hand. Then the 
bkek. rock of sleep rolled over us. 
TomoiTow we woidd cro&. the Ice. 

I HAD travelled 200 years in a couple of 
days. The jomney had begun in -Yellows 
knife, the Territories* eapStal bo the 
Great'Slave Lake which^ became a boom, 
town oveinight when g<dd' was discov- 
, ered there in' 1234. Bfuiing and govern¬ 
ment still make ittiek. Two images pre¬ 
vail: the whit« with tiieir neat cedar 
homes, gas' barbecues and natty micro- 
buggies; and the -cbeSpiy-clad Indians 
mining outside the- Trapune Bar. 

Seventy miles by pick-up truck along 
the Great Slave. Highway, a clay .road 
which s^ where the pennririist. ?i^ 
melted, is Fori Rae. This sprawl of 
wooden huts is tiie region’s fur cratre 
and. contains the largest grouping of 
Dogrib Imhans' (L400) in the Nortbwest- 
erii Territories. 

In both towns I spoke to chiefs, devel¬ 
opment officMW. priests and lolitidmis. I 
ako met tnppers on tiie Stagg River. 
-They were unanimous in the belief tiiat 
Greenpeace's anti-fur campaign would be 
I disattAUS for the Dogrib aod sectibas of 
' the ' Chipewyan. Slavey, Hare . axid 
LouCheux Bands with whom they have 
combined as the Dene (People) Nation. 

The Dogrib are. heavily dependent on 
I trapping and hunting for food. Fresb 
fjdi and meat is the staple diet in Fort 
Rae. If bought in local stores, this vraiild 
cost ihe equivalent'or $7,000 per house- 
bdd. Store prices are astronomical, 
•hoisted ^ the SSQ-mile road haul from 
Edmonton in Alberta. Seventy per cent 
of the town’s -almost exduave-Di^b 
piqiiilation' are on welfare of $^0400 a 
, month. Heavy .drinkinz'-is endemic. 
Hides, particalarly canbou. are sUU 
[ used for winter dotting. . The sde of 
i furs .aecoiaits for a paltry average in- 
I come of SLSOO'a year.

Last year they fanned Jod^e- 
nous Survival Inteznational with aborigi¬ 
nal groups in Greenland and Alaska to j 
counter what they regard as the cynical | 
maiupulation of European and American 
-sentimenL i 

PERMAFROST crept Iztio our bones as ! 
the Move ^ed. Snow — winter spitting 
from its grave — postponed ms trip. In -1 
side the tent, the Indians began skinning 
muArats witii sbaip Japanese kitchen 
ktsyes. Chaiiie has something to declare. 

• *' In the old days, before the white 
mam came, we went up ' to the 
Barrcnlaods (tnndn) for raraxm. There 
was no fur trade then. You had to keep 
the bizthhark dry insade you caribou 
trousers. You struck a flint with a stone 
latil the birehbark glows. You have to 
blow It a long time. Then you ha^ to 
pasB-the flame to the peigile behind you. 

" Grandfather went through hard times, ‘ 
but be most have had e strong faith. It's 
similar to what we do now. 1 nave sever 
worked for tbe white man. 1 will go on 
trapping until I die.” 

Oiarlie spoke of tbe wolf pack that 
stole lynx from his trapline, of fr-ostbUe 
that catches you unawares, of the need 
to sink flsiiitig poles through the ice in 
order to feed -the sled dogs. And of his 
great ancestor Edzo. whose oratory 
broimht peace between the Do^b 'and 
the (^pewyans. 

He glanced at his bag of 300 muskrat 
furs, worth perhw $^ (£U0> for a 
month's work. ” The costs go up all tbe 
time and the fur prices go down,” he 
said. *‘A good Ski-d^oo now costs ^,500 
(£2,000). 'We are mating nothing Mat of 
it. There is notiiing In the bank. We are 
still living on nxfts. In-Rae X-was eating' 
white man’s food. Thats jomk. I came 
out here to eat fr^ meat.” ' 

That ni^t we went bunting Is tbe 
boat' 'Wittln three minutes Joe'brought 
down two ducks with a blast from his 
12^e. Three J12 Brownings reaped a 
steady harvest of muskrat, each one sbot 
■ in the bead to avoid damapng its fur., 
Ilwse alive were quickly ctospatxdied 
by. a tw from an oar. Tbe boat was a 
luxury tot my benefit, but the Dogribs 
were engaged in bu^ess, not sport 
In tbe next few days tbe pattern was 
repeated. Eadti hunter came into his 
own, directed by Joe's^ ril^ gestuses. 
Long pmlods *<d stillness -were broken by 
the ottboard motor’s sadden howL Once, 
Moise hemd a beaver slapping the 'water 
In an adjoixdng IMce. Ashore, he lured 
muskrat to'the bank with a siren hum¬ 
ming firan pursed lips. 

Id the midnight glbom of the.latt day, 
Joe. seat^ in his canoe, beckoned us to 
the- shore. A large bear. cub, emittag 
rasping' panto, -was decendisg a spruce • 
tree. It -was lOO yards frim the -fire we 
bad made the previcus nl^t. Tbe impli-. 
cations unfurled. 'We edged back ■ into 
. the stream.

Through 
that one trade in the wall they are 
gotog to try and ban all fur in Eun^. 
Omr belief ' is that once they have 
achieved -that they will move on to 
slaughteriiouses.*' 

He would like to see aboriginal trap¬ 
pers subsidised along the lines of an 
agreement in noithein Quebec which 
guarantees incomes for people living on 
the land. He pointed out that govern- 
meat, oil and mining c ompa nies subsi¬ 
dise their employees in NUft by $450 a 
month. 

TEE hypocrisy of European righteous¬ 
ness angers Steve Kakfwt president of 
thq Dene Nation. "Here’s a people who 
totally polluted their rivers, destroyed 
their wildlife and virtually wiped every¬ 
one off the face of the wcild in their 
wars, telling us that we are imeivllised. 
We have a hard enough time dealing 
witt tiie'Canadian Government. 

"You can't make the world perfect 
overnight. You cant ban ears because 
they pollute. You need a period of tran¬ 
sition. But tbe animal rights morements 
have been saying 'No discussion, no 
dialogue. * 

(?lndy GQdjff. communications coordi¬ 
nator of tbe Office of the Dene Nation 
in YeUowknifes. is in the forefront of the 
propagaitoa eounter-attadc. ffiie is blunt: 
"We tbou^t Greenpeace were the.hope 
for the world in their concern for the 
enviroament, and their Indian 

brothers. Now they are attacking our 
way of life. We either work together or 
we are against each other. There are no' 
grey areas.” 


A PROPHET told Joe Babesca that one 
day he would become chief of the five 
Dogrib cocomnoitics. He Inad been a trajy 
per all. tos Uto 'and was now a' council¬ 
lor. but this sews came as a surprise. 
TIk medicise cautioned that he 
must overcome an inevitable temptation 
to resign. "Before tins leaf-fail 1 am 
going to tie,” be added. 

The oM man died three days later, 
and Babesca (SB) is to his third year as 
riiief. He told me this story to lus office 
at the Edzo-Rae Development Corpora¬ 
tion. a . large modem building which 
dominates the Dogrib township of Fort 
Rae. From another souroe 1 beard the 
Bixarre outcome of the prophecy. 

' Babesca had complained of losing his 
strength and wanted to resign., Doctors 
couztsriled rest. Then two medicine men 
examined him and touDd tiiat be was 
suffering from a spell cast by an appren¬ 
tice shaman. Tbey decided to return the 
evil to its source. 'Within six months tte 
apprentice bad died from cancer. 

Unlike some of tbe urban Hidians' in 
Yeltowknife. Babesca has kept a food in 
each world. I met him later at bis 
spring camp in the bush, where his 
father Jimmy spoke of tbe days when 
medirine men could control the minds of 
caribou and shoot a willow arrow with | 
more accuracy than a gun. ! 

Tbe Dene have a high degree of au¬ 
tonomy in Fort Bae. ” No one can move 
without their say-eo” I was told. Tbe 
corporation operates a Dene store which 
buys fur at the fairest prices it can 
manage, aZthou^ it cannot compete with 
Hudson’s Bay. The Dene have their own 
administrative offices and lease space to 
the Northwestern Territories Govern¬ 
ment.' 

Their economic development unit is 
creating 75 jobs a year in the region. A 
Dene forest fire service, started in J98L 
bad just sent eight firraen to train in 
rappeling from faeUcopters. This winter 
-tbe Dene have a oootract to construct 
and maintain. 240 kms of winter roads 
atf'oss muskreg and lakes. 

One of' Rabesca's worries is tbe 
planned exploitation of oil. gas and min¬ 
erals. about which the Dene are seldom 
consulted. They gave their oonseot to a 
pipeline along the-Mackenzie Biver from 
Normatt Wells m the Nortt to Alberta 
is the Soath. but boycotted this month's 
opening ceremony after guarantees of 
participation ■ and economic 'benefits 
failed to materialise. 

. Fifteen. Depe have died of cancer m : 
recent years'after trapping near the Rae 
Rock urazflum mine mosed in 1957. The 
area has been put'out of hounds.-but 
trapping continues. Five Dogribs now 
have cancer in Fort Rae. The mine’s 
waters drain into Qie Great Slave Lake i 
beside (be town. I 



Another concern is (lie rate of 
alcbolism. " Dene people don't know bow 
to handle it,” he said. ** 1 tell them what 
alcohol can do. I say there’s millions of 
good things you can do.’* 

He described the most important hunt 
of the ^'ear. " In the fall, when the 
caribou are moving m Iterds, I would 
send hunters about 400 miles by plane 
to the Barranlands in the North-east. Wc 
would send a group of 50 people, some¬ 
times 100. We would shoot caribou and 
bring them back. 

"Let me tell you, it gets pretty cold 
up there. In the old days 1 couldn’t soo 
the dogs for my own breath. Blood 
would freeze on your knife. People still 
trap like that. Sometimes you woiUd go 
without a tent or blankets for days. 
Pei^le would walk hundreds of miles.” 

Of the anti-fur movement he com¬ 
mented: ”lf Greenpeaci' kills the fur 
industry* there will be nothing left for 
our people.”

THIS month the Canadian fur industry* 
reported record profits for the year. It 
annottneed that the European slump bad 
been more than offset by sales to the 
United States and a burgeoning Japanese 
markeL However, only 12 per cent of 
these furs are trapped by native people. 
The rest are farmed. Greenpeace told me 
that worried London importers were 
th'ttking of abandoning wild furs. 

nanv Bavenshorst is manager of the 
disappointinely tame Hudson's Bay store 
in Fcrt Itoe — a kind of Marks A 
Sparks which also sells guns, paddles 
and outboard motors. Furs are bought 
over the counter. It is a larger set-up 
than the two local competitors and the 
group's resources mean that it can store 
furs until auction prices are favourable. 

A newcomer from the South, 
RavenshoTst refused to discuss specific 
prices, citing company pellcy. but gave 
me a broad picture Beaver was (town 
owing to an extra tax in France. Musk¬ 
rat was being deserted by Germans, .the 
biggest buyers. Sable and lynx prices 
were up. Farmed foxes were fetching 
tiie hipest sums: the furs could be 
matched exactly. 

”A lot of people don’t understand that 
ibe native pe<q>ie eat tbe meat.” be said. 
"It’s part of tbeir diet. Even if tbe fur 
was worth nothing they would probably 
shoot them anyway.” i

The priests 


THE first Roman Catholic baptisms of 
Dogribs occurred in 1959. Within a de- 
caile conversion was complete. Tbeir be- 
Ueto still centre on the concept ^ of 
" medicine ”—^power given to mankind 
by animal spirits, but these have mixed 
with the Christian faith. 'The Dene’s year 
revolves around worship at Easter, July 
and Christmas, when hunters return 
from the bush for drum dances, hand 
games a^ feasts. The declining Catiiolic 
clergy now takes a more tolerant line. 

Father Jean PodiaL one of Fort Rae's 
two priests, was tolling the church bell 
as I arrived. Every dog in town began to 
howl. ”1 came as a missionary deter¬ 
mined to convert the pagans." he said. 
" Z learned a lot more than I taught 
Tiie philosophers divided everything into 
the spiritual and the physical whereas 
the Dene believe in the oneness of a 
person. Everything has a spirit — the 
sun, tbe land, the animals, the storm 
and the wind.” 

He has witnessed dozens of examples 
of precognition. *‘As a white man X 
don’t believe it. But it works within the 
Dene system. 1 have stopped questioning 
it" 

THE otuspokenness .oC Father Rene 
Fnmoleau ibas not endeared him to his 
bishop at Fort Smith. The histor>’ of 
aboriginal people in Canada, states this 
gentle man. is one of "outright murder 
in a few places, but most a hlstoiy of 
subjuffation, paternalism, assimilatioa, 
dependeoce and dehumanisation. 'What¬ 


ever the policy of the Territorial govorn- 
ment is called, its goal has boon to 
destroy the Dene." 

Now living in Vellowknire. he ha.s 
worked among the Dene for 31 yeai>. 
“They are a veiy spiritual woplc. They 
have a great faith in the land and in 
God. If the Dene are liouncmg baek 
after 300 years of eolonLsation it's a sign 
of their strength. Time is on their Mde.'*

*' N.ATURE is cruel,” .said Warren 
Magrum, (35). who has trapped fulltime 
for the past 10 years. He w.is responding 
to Greenpeace’s claims. “ When a p.'..*k 
of wolves get hold of a cai'iboii tlii.‘> 
start eating it while it’s still alive. It'.s a 
slow, agonising death.” 

What about the leg-trap? He usually 
runs a 250-mile trapline, using 300 metal 
traps. *‘ I am not going to say that trap- 
pi^ isn’t cruel, but there arc other 
things in the world that are crueller. 
Tbe small animals arc generally frozen 
to death by the time 1 come along. It’s 
probably most cruel for wolves and lynx. 
But once the circulation is stopped they 
probably don’t feel anj'lhing. 

” Elsewhere, people are so for 
removed from killing. Here killing is u 
way of life. We kill an animal, butcher 
it and eat it I don’t go trapping because 
I enjoy killing animals. Its a way to 
feed my family.” 

Until' last year be used a ninenSog 
team. He finds tbe Ski-doo much faster, 
but it cost him more than $1,000 in 
pefol over 21 months. 

Income tax finally trapped him. "The 
best we ever did was $10,000 in lour 
months. It's not great money. You need 
a month to prepare and have to feed the 
dogs all year.” He is moving to Ha,v 
River to start tbe region’s first fox farnu 


The hunters 


THE speed and perception of Dogrib 
hunters makes the outsider feci pretty 
clumsy. As a team they work silently, 
rarely requiring more than a gesture. 
They sometimes missed their targets but 
I never saw them make a mistake in our 
frequently precarious undertakings. 
Tbeir skill comes from early training. 
Dogrib children are handling guns hy 
the age of seven. -At 13 or 14 they kill 
their first caribou. 

In any chain of command Joe IHigwi 
(58) would be the top link. Built like a 
bear, he carried a lifetime of experience 
in his eyes. He would often paddle 
ahead of us in his canoe, barely’ break¬ 
ing his stroke to fire- Invariably his 
t^ly exceeded everyone vise’s. 

A former regional chief who now occu¬ 
pies a position in the wildlife depart¬ 
ment, he is disturbed by what he secs 
happening to the Dene. ” You cannot say 
the Government is doing a good Job. 
Iliey’re poisoning everything. Why can’t 
tbey give us a hand to pay back whut 
they have done to our people ? ” 

Moise Babesca (37), my interpreter, has 
been a guide for Jtaur years, but has Io^t 
none of his skill. He recalled iiis closest 
shave. ** I wa.s walking through the bu.sh 
one day with two guests when 1 saw a 
grizzly. It was big, about 10 feet, and it 
had two cubs. It came after me. growl¬ 
ing. My rifle was stuck in its caribou 
cover, which shrank in Ibe rain. Mv 
companion turned and fired without aim¬ 
ing. It hit him in the forehead. The boar 
fell beside him."

As a form of legal redr^ of positively Jamdyce- 
like proportions, Britain's cuixent procedural relation¬ 
ship to the European court takes some beatii^ The 
immigration and corpcnial punishment egamp ies fflusK 
trate just how unsatte&uhny that system has become. 
Britain r emains the p r in c ip al defendant at Strasbourg 
because no steps have been taken to provide effective 
domestic remedies and human ri^ts yartlstidcs 
within our legal systems. Alter the immigration rul¬ 
ing, that need is more pressh^ than it has ever been. 
The Strasbonig court has h^tracted Britain to bring 
the European Convention in &om the outfield-and put 
It in to a ctose catching positioiL The obvious and 
light thing fyr tire Government to do, therefore, is to 
incorporate the conv^tion into domestic law. This is 
a move which has often been siXE^xntod — including, 
at various times, by such as I/nid Hafisham, ba: 
Biittan and Sir Mjchai^ Havers. But governments 
have repeatedly fimked the decdsioii, partly because 
Mrs Thatcher is vdiemently opposed. Today, though, 
the imperatives of compliance witii Strasbourg give 
the subject fresh urgency. And with Lord Sc^rman 
also pnnnismg to introduce an autumn private mem¬ 
ber's BiU incorporating the convention, the issue can¬ 
not be deteyed much longer. The (Sovemment should 
make a virtue of necessity and accept that Europe 
has got it right on this one,too.

This reduction in protec¬ 
tion offered to pregnant 
women may have serious 
consequences for their own- 
atad teclr babies' heidte.

pregnancy amounts to sex. 
. discrimination and is deemed 
'. unlawful amongst tee major- 
. hy of EEC countries. 

All pregnant women have 
been entitled to any neces¬ 
sary time off for ante¬ 
natal care since 1980 what¬ 
ever their period of service. 
But some of those not pro¬ 
tected against unfair dis¬ 
miss may decide to miss 
vital early antenatal appoint¬ 
ments rateer than risk losing 
their jobs. All pregnant 
w(»nen who are protected 
against unfbir dismissal are 
also entitled to alteniatrve 
work if it is illegal or impos- 
ffble for them to do their 
Job because of pregnancy. 
The cut on protection In¬ 
creases tee likelihood that 
some pregnant women may 
continue in difficult and haz-- 
ardous woric rather than put 
their jobs at risk. Ail preg¬ 
nant women can. claim matei^ 
nity pay and leave if they 
have completed two years 
full-time wote with tiieir. em¬ 
ployer by the eleventh week 
before the expected week of 
confinement. 

Yet some -women who 
would fulfil this requirement 
may now lose out because 
they can be dismissed earlier 
in pregnancy before* they 
have wocked their two years. 
It is astonishing that the 
whole range of statutory ma¬ 
ternity entitlements are to 
he undermined 

Under the new rules there 
'Will he no protection for the 
large number of women who 
have not been in the same 
job for two years at the b^ 
gtoning of teefr pregnancy.

UEFA said, it was dear that the Eng¬ 
lish fooQnll anthwities no longer bad 
the sitnation nnder eontroL The FA*s 
decision has saved the European Foot* 
ball Union the tronble of fc*rir»»»g out 
the Bndish clubs tlua»clves. 

Of course, die baa is less than fair 
on most clnbs and their supporters 
who had nothing to do with the Bins* 
sels disaster aad whose oun reeoids in 
Europe are blameless. Teams such as 
Ipswieh and Watford- ha^ p1»ed in 
the European competitioiis and been 
praised for the bdiavfour of their snp* 
porters.

Heysel Stadium and never came out 
alive. 

For a long time now the football 
antoorities have been urgiiig the Gov¬ 
ernment to take away the passports of 
tons who cause tronble to other coun¬ 
tries. Bat wbenever this has been men¬ 
tioned. it has been rejected on tbe 
grounds that it would tofirtoge ctvil 
Ubertios. 

Now that the greatest civil right of 
all, namely the right to Zivo, has been 
crushed, the FA have taken toe 
shortest and most obvious ^p. 

This can only be toe bcgtoning. If 


there are ftirther outbreahs of hooli¬ 
ganism on Euril*b grounds nest season 
to compare with the riots seen as Chel¬ 
sea and Luton earlier this year, then 
the F.A. will snrdy have no alternative 
but to extend the European ban. 

It seems likely that following Brus¬ 
sels, Parliament will hasten through 
legiriation which will ban alcohol at 
footMl stadiums and on trains and 
buses tTavelling to the games.

On Wednesday morning to Bntssels 
na Italian Journalist ^ke long and 
enthusiastlealty about British football 
recalling the likes of Charles, t^w and 
Baker who. he said, alwaju had a 
spedal place in his country's soccer 
ffaeetioiis. Italian fans have hern 
watching English League games regu- 
larb’ on television and there Is a par- 
llcnlaily eatbosiasUc following for our 
football in Turin. 

This makes Wednesday's tragedy all 
the more sad. An awful lot of bridges 
are going to have to be rebuilt and it 
si going to be a long time before 
Attglo-Italian football relationships are 
restored.

beating the ageing diampion, 
who nearly lost to LaPorte 
in a tough, bmistog. som^ 
rimyt dirty flgfat. 

Bom on Ifarch 2, 1953 in 
tbe Pananm City ghetto of 
Maranon, Pedroza shined 
shoes and sold newspapers in 
the street as a jouag boy, 
and credits his hero, Ismael 
Tfg gwn^ the- former' world 
lightwei^t dkainpion, with 
first taking him to a boxmg 
gym when he. was eight. 
Pedroza turned professional 
as a bantamweight in 1973, 
and three yean later iMt a 
title fight against tbe ebanor 
pion, Afonso Zamora.

Several American matdunak- 
ers who don’t usually take 
European fighters seriously, 
as top contenders, quote tbe 
Caba fifht as proof that 
McGuigan has the non-st(9 
p nnghfrig power,- confidence, 
skill and — equally impor¬ 
tant — a strong enough chin 
to be a genuine contender. 

But until the LaPorte 
some of them doubted 
that McGuigan yet had the 
experience and ring cunning 
to cope with Pedroza. The 
veteran obsmver Gus 
D’Amato,' Floyd Patterson’s 
old manager. questioned 
whether HcGuigan bad sufflr 


cient physical strength or 
stall in shpi^ins punches, but 
was otherwise very favour- 
abty inmressed, 

Atbou^ Pedroza has 
achieved 23 knock-outs in 88 
fi^ts, his punching power 
depends on a ciunulative ^- 
fect. rather than one devas- 
. -toting blow. In his last fight, 
Lujan took all his best 
punriies and went down only 
once, in tbe tourteenth 
round, before getting up to 
win the last round. 

Many professional Ameri¬ 
can gaiuDleTS are patting 
their money on McGuigan 
because toey tfainfc <be ageing 
Pedroza is ready to be 
taken—4t least as a feather- 
weJgbt-"by a strong puncher 
who can withstand his at¬ 
tacks and ring slickness, and 
ontiast 'him. In McGiiigan's 
favour are Pednza^s recent 
wei^t problems and also the 
fact that the fight is before 
a home crowd, which can af¬ 
fect even a. veteran like 


Pedroza. Since tbe Hagle^ 
Minter fi^t, British boxing 
crowds have a bad reputation 
for riolence, and that also 
can affect a visiting fighter’s 
attitude and concentration. 

McGuigan will have to be 
-wary of Pedroza’s rough- 
house tactics if the champion 
feels he is losing. Like many 
Panamanian and Mexican 
fighters brought up in a 
rougher tramtion, Pedroza 
can give a frir imitation of a 
street-fighter if he becomes 
desperate. 

As British rules are 
stricter -than those in otoer 
countries Pedroza has fou^ 
in, the British promoter 
Should give him a crash 
course in the local etiquette 
as soon as he arrives, rather 
than waiting until fight time. 
It would be a disappointing 
end to a potentially great 
fight, and to a fine ritampi- 
on's seven-year rei|^ if 
Pedroza lost bis title by 
being disqualified.

JOHN BANES, a bookmaker, 
•once said tiiat betting shops 
-wvtv a .’^^«ence to print 
money; -the punteR,. of 
course, were paying. But now 
the punters are ' prmting 
their own, courtesy of Steve 
Cauthen and Henry CecU. 
Tbe “glorious uncertainty*' 
of the turf is no more: 
horses trained by Cedi and 
ridden by Cau'then keep 
winning. 

It is a phencanenon almost 
unknown 'here since the -per- 
war days of Darling and 
Ridiards, but it has hap¬ 
pened more recently in the 
States — ooty ei^ years 
ago. in fact, when as a pre¬ 
cocious 17-^ar-old, Cauthen, 
nirimamed^e Eld, rode 487 
winners in his first season as 
a jockey, won over 36 mil¬ 
lion in purse money and cap¬ 
tured tbe US Triple Crown 
on a horse called Affirmed. 
The hors^layers couldn't 
believe their luck. 


Not surprisingly, Cauthen 
couldn't keep it up. He was 
still good, but increasing 
weight Testricted his opportu¬ 
nities and, having conquered, 
he moved on, coming to Eng¬ 
land in 1979. The English, 
still characteristically believ¬ 
ing they had no peers, were 
unimpressed. In his first sea¬ 
son Cauthen rode only 52 
winners. **Not a patch on 
lister," sard thd know-alls.

In the eatty stages of a 
race Cauthen concentrates on 
keeping still and balanced, 
keeping his mount naming 
freely on the bit Gradually, 
almost Impercttbly. he asks 
for more raort, letting out a 
little more rein. Then he bc- 
.^s to push ahd kick, and 
finally, if necessai^'. he 
wields the whip. 

There is power in the 
Cauthen finish, bard rhyth¬ 
mical hitting with either 
hand. And all the time the 
horse runs straight so vital 
vtoen ft comes down to 
heads and necks. 

If you watch him closely 
on the favourite Slip .Anchor 
in the Derby at Epsom on 
Wednesday, you will see all 
this — the hone-pla^vrs* 
dream come true. .And with 
a bit of lude the punters will 
have printed a few million 
more.

Donald James Ross, Dornoch 
bom and bred. He was pro¬ 
fessional and greenkeeper at 
the riub from 1895 to 1898 
before he left to become, in 
effect, tbe founding father of 
American ^cAf. He designed 
600 or more golf courses on 
that eoutinent from the time 
that he landed in Boston 
with a mere two dollars in 
his pocket 

Herbert Warren Wind, the 
American golf writer and 
historian, says of him: “He 
was undoubtedly responsible 
for more fine golf courses 
than any otiier designer.” In 
toe last edition of "The 200 
Greatest Golf Courses” by. 
the magazine Golf Digest, 
Ross was toe only architect 
with two courses in the top 
10 and be bad six in toe top 
50, more than aopooe else. 
His nnsteipieces are Semi¬ 
nole, Florida (of vriilOh 
Ben Bogan once said that it 
bad all the featiwes be de¬ 
sired for . his perfect golf 
course), Pzneburst No. 2 and 
Oakland Hills, Detriot where, 
in tribute to his enduring 
creativity; tiie US Open 
Chanqiionship will be played 
in 12 days’ time.

Dornoch, should build great 
golf courses in America.

.raneouver, it is said, is 
more British than the Brit¬ 
ish.

The sharp end of the All 
Bla^’ dreadnought pack . of 
forwards facing England in the 
first Test here is a front row 
of Gary Enight, Andy 
Balton, and John Ashworth, 
who are held in almost as 
much awe in New Zealand 
rugby as were Phil Blakeway, 
Peter 'Wheeler and Fran Cot¬ 
ton in British rugby when 
England won the Grand Slam 
Certainly Enight, Dalton, 
and Ashworth have between 
them amassed a vast amount 
of e3q>erieac8 over the last 
eight years. They first went on 
tour together when the All 
Varies visited France in 1977, 
and they were all three in 
Graham Mourie's triumphant 
side in tbe British Isles 
In New Zealand their 
achievements are just as im¬ 
pressive. They bare iasrmed 
the AU Blacks’ front row in 
Test series against the Spring¬ 
boks in 1981,. against the fWal- 
lalnes in 1982. against (Saran 
Fit^rald’s Lions in 1983, and 
agan^ Prance a year ago. 

Enight the tight-head prop, 
equals tbe New Zealand record 
for a most-capped prt^ in this 
Test joining the distiiigtnshed 
company of Wilson 'Wbineray, 
the All Blades’ great captain 
and loose-bead prop' of the 
early 1960s, who played in 32 
Tests. Enight is essentially a 
airong, compact prop, but he is 
also a very reliable handler in 
the loose, where he likes to 
charge ^ead with his body 
leading forward and low, in 
the true New Zealand style. 
He vron a bronze medal for 
wrestling in tbe 1974 Common- 
werith Games here.. 


Ashworth, the loose head, is 
a bigger, taller man, distin-i 
guished by a long, drooping I 
moustache. He specialises in 
makiim a sudden, unexpected 
grab for the ball at tbe front 
of line-outs. He has not won as 
many Test caps as Enight, but 
he is the oldestJsut-one AU 
Black to play in Test rugby — 
his 36th birthday is fast 
approaching. 

Dalton, the hooker and cap¬ 
tain, has a squat, tough build, 
ideal for the position, and he 
can show a fair turn of speed 
in the open. He is generally 
ejected- to be the tour cap¬ 
tain when the All Blacks go to 
South Africa for their time- 
Test series agrinst the Spring¬ 
boks later this year. He led 
the AU Blacks in their home 
series against the Springboks 
in 1981, and in their 4-1 tri¬ 
umph against the 1983 Lions. 

Since Dalton and Enight are 
both 33, the combined ages of 
this fozinidable front row total 
more than a hundred years. 
The question currently being 
asked in New Zealand is 
whether tbe trio are over the 
hill.'.Should this famous front 
row s(Km be dismantled, or 
should it be taken en bloc to 
South Africa, where experience 
can count for so much ? 

By all accounts the All 
Blaric scram was. given an un¬ 
comfortable ride by the 
French in their Test series a 
year ago. and none of tbe 
three front-row znen have 
riayed much rugby this season. 
But this argument ignors toe 
fact that all three are hart- 
working faxm^s, with a natu¬ 
ral fitness born of outdoor life.

The doctor has also criti¬ 
cised an official antidoplng 
eommittpM for not being suf¬ 
ficiently independent of 
vested sporting interests and 
is now being asked by Fin¬ 
land's largest sports federa¬ 
tion and toe government’s 
board of health for further 
eviuenee. Dr Alen, however, 
says he has promised offend¬ 
ers lo keep their names

There is an overload of 
Rnssiaus. both in absolute num¬ 
bers qnd bccaose of toe reigning 
champion’s special exemption 
privileges. 

With toe odds so high against 
becoming chaiMion or chal¬ 
lenger. it is dinicnlt for West 
Europeans to tackle the FIDE 
cycle with fell commitmenL 
Snort. 20-years’-old today, is too 
youngto have realistic prospects 
ui 1985-86, bnt his age per¬ 
formance is near enough Lo 
world title standard to give him a 
fitting chance to overcome the 
many obstacles.

They left plenty of people 
interested in a new kmd of 
politics.

claim solid achievements in 
social reform.

DOES Britain face a new 
burst of inflation, fuelied by 
an out-of-control money sup¬ 
ply ? Or have the scare 
stories about in the past cou¬ 
ple of weeks been just that ? 

There have even been 
some suggestions that we are 
back in the situation of the 
early 1970^ when the Heath 
government did allow the 


money supply to burst out of 
controL An^ne who' thinks 
back and rememben the way 
boose prices shot upwards, 
and—more sober&—how 

afterwards a large nnmber of 

P roperty companies went 
taking with them the 
fringe bante which had lent 
them money, could see some 
sort of panuleL But it is a 
superfidal one. 

At the moment bouse 
prices are. indeed, lis^ 
fast, but not by anything 
like the pace of the early 
1970s. They are rising, at 
most by perhsps 15 per cent 
a year, not the 30 or 40 per 
cent a year oS 1972. And 
though one fringe hanfc did, 
indeed, have to be rescued 
by the Bank of lengianri, 
Johnson Matthey Bankers 
looks like being an isolated 
case, and not the forerunner 
of other collapses. Besides, 
its loan losses were to fo> 
eigners, not to Brits. 

But if it is fairly easy to 
reject the more extreme 
view about the threat of 
renewed inflation, it is diffi- 


cnlt not to accept that there 
are a number - of wony^g 
developments which look like 
lombenzig tbe county with 
hi^ interest rates for some 

Tnnntha tO COCme. 

These developments o 
exist, sadly, with still-rising 
unemployment figures. *771131 
are they and how can this 
be? 

The best place to start is 
the obvious one: the money 
supply figures themselves. 
There are officially two mea¬ 
sures on money supply, 
which are both i^ven ^al 
wei^t by the Treasury. One 
is the well-est^Ushed mea¬ 
sure of sterlixig M3 which 
baaicaliy measures all the 
money m the eountry,s bank 
accounts, and the new mea¬ 
sure of MO (called nought, 
not H oh) which measures 
the money in bank tills. 

The City only really takes 
any notice of what is hap¬ 
pening to sterling MS, partly 
because it Is used to doing 
so, and partly because it (or 
rather most of it) thinks 
that MO is a silly indicator. 


diosen because the Chancel¬ 
lor thought It would be eas-. 
ier to control than a wider 
measure. 

The Bank of Wwgianii, the 
other custodian of money 
supply, tends to agree wi& 
the market. Zt likes sterling 
M3, and though it cannot ob¬ 
viously say so, diglilri»e MO.

M3 is running above its tar¬ 
get range; it is up per 
cent on the year, agaiasi a 
tar^ of 5 to 9 per cent, 
whue MO is inside the target 
range: up 6 per cent against

From this might ar¬ 
gue, as indeed the (Ihmicel- 
lor has done, that thou^ 
growth is a bit too fa^ - 
there is no question of it 
being out of oontroL One 
measure is all right; the 
other not. But interest rsftes 
are high, and in as far as 
the exchange rate provides a 
crosscheck as to monetary 
conditions, the reason^Iy 
strong sterling too would 
confinn that thing s are not 
too bad. 


To be sure, mfistloa is 
running idose to 7 pec cent,, 
as measured Iqr the retail 
price indea; compared wi^ a 
forecast of 5 per cent at'the 
end of this year.

Government agency reveals

The Govemjuent’s English 
Estates agency yesterday an¬ 
nounced an ambitious plan to 
develop the former naval dock- 
.vard at Chatham on the Med¬ 
way, creating S,(K)0 jobs over 
the next decade, but most of 
the responsibility is being left 
to the private sector. 

Announcing the plan, which 
has still to be formally ap¬ 
proved by tlie three local au¬ 
thorities concerned. English 
Estates project director, Mr 
Ian Parker, said that the 
scheme to create what amounts 
to a miniature town on the 
site would cost £300 million. 

The bulk of this would come 
from private companies al¬ 
though the Government is to 
provide funding totalling £20 
xciUion as a catalyst to entice 
private sector capital Over 
lialf of toe govermnent funds 
wlU be devoted to improving 
the infrastructure of toe sSte. 
Including building a transport 
sj-.stem.

Lloyd's most controveraal 
underwriter, Mr Ian Posgate, 
has received the result of his 
appeal against toe market's 
penalty of life expulsion. 

Lord 'Wilberforce’s judg¬ 
ment, which has yet to be 
received by the Lloyd’s coun¬ 
cil, is widely believed to be in 
Mr Posgate’s favour and could 
pave the way for his eventual 
return to underwriting. 

It is now up to the Lloyd's 
council to make the result 
public. But Mr Ian Davison, 
Lloyd's chief executive, said 
yesterday the council bad not 
yet received toe verdict of Mr 
Posgate's appeal against toe 
findings of the ' msciplinary 
committee hearing. 

If Mr Posgate is cleared of 
any of the charges brought by 
Uoyd’s then Lord 'Wllberforce 
may have toe power to over¬ 
turn the committee’s recom¬ 
mendation. that Mr Posgate 
should be banned for life. But 
if the sentence is upheld then 
it -will have to be ratifi^ by a 
special Lloyd’s conncil meet¬ 
ing. whidi needs a three week 
notice to be called. The coun¬ 
cil meets next Tuesday. 

Mr Posgate often described 
as toe most dynamic under¬ 
writer in Lloyd’s history, -was 
expelled for Hfe on the 
gnunda .that he had accepted 
gifts of paintings and a 10 per 
cent stake in toe Banque du 
Rhone from Alexander 
Howden's chairman, knowing 
they were aimed at influencing 
his future imderwriting. At the 
public appeal he told Lord 
'Wilberforce he regarded the 
Pissaro printing as a “very, 
very, generous present from a 
man who had been kind to 
me."

American trade gap 
widens to $45 bn

The Commerce Secretary Mr 
Malcolm Bal^ige said yesterday 
that toe dollar has not fallen 
fast enough to have an impact 
on toe US’s ' stiU worsening 
trade position. His comments 
came as the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment reported a further widen¬ 
ing in the US trade gap in 
ApriL 

During the month imports 
outpaced exports by $11.9 bil¬ 
lion which means that over the 
first four months of the year 
tbe US trade gap has climbed 
SB. per cent to $44.8 billion. 
The US's poor trade perfor¬ 
mance is widely hlained for 
the slo-wdown in tbe US 
economy. 

There was further evidence 
of this yesterday when it was 
reported that oraers at Ameri¬ 
ca’s factories fell OB per cent 
in April, the third consecutive 
decline. With demand in tbe 
US industrial sector under 
pressure many firms appear to 
be cutting back on their ex¬ 
pansion plans. 

The US dolar has dropped 
some 7 per cent against a bas¬ 
ket of the currencies of Ameri¬ 
ca’s major trading partners 
since late February. However, 
despite this fall there are no 
signs as yet that toe trend to 
even bigger trade deficits is 
being veversed. - 

" The dollar’s decline so far 
is-not enough to improve US 
competitiveness and should 
only have a limited effect on 
our balance of trade," Mr 
Baidrige said. His comments 
came lust & fortnight after the 


Federal Reserve Board ent its 
key discount rate half-a-point 
to 7.5 per cent iii an effort to 
get industry moving again and 
encourage a decline in toe 
value of tbe US currency. 

The main factor behind the 
US's poor trading performance 
in April was a surge in the. 
import of petroleum and sharp 
increase in toe volume of Jap-' 
anese cars entering tbe Ameri-: 
can markeL The combination' 
of lower interest rates, easier 
credit and an easing of the 
Japanese quotas for ear im- 
‘ports to the American market 
is causing Tokyo’s trade sur¬ 
plus with the US — which 
reached $35 billion last year 
— to widen. 

This is. likely to lead to a 
resurgence of protectionist 
presure when Congress 
returns from its Memorm Day 
recess next week. 

After early gains the dollar 
riipi^ back on the US eco¬ 
nomic figures which prompted 
speculation that American in¬ 
terest rates may fall a g ain, 
vnrites Margareta Pagano. 

Tbe dollar climbed to about 
3.0960 against the German DM 
but after the downward revi¬ 
sion in the US durable goods 
figures for April slipped baek.-

Christine Stopp 
considers the 
attractions of 
share option 
contracts 


BUILDING SOCIETY save-as- 
you-earn schemes do not look 
so attractive for the basic rate 
taxpayer as they once did. But 
they may be worth looking at 
in the shape of SAVE share 
option contracts provided as 
an employee benefit by some 
companies. These schemes 
give you the chance to buy* 
shares in the company you 
work for by means of a 
savings contract 

SAVE share option schemes 
are formal arrangements set 
up by the company in agree¬ 
ment with the Inland 
Revenue — you can't simply 
ask your employer if you can 
buy shares in this way if he 
doesn't have a scheme — and 
over four hundred companies 
at present offer options to 
employees. The majority are 


fully listed on the Stock 
Exchange, which means there 
' is an active market in their 
shares, xi^ormatioo on the 
company is easy to get hold 
of; and share prices are 
quoted daily in the financial 
press. 

Companies on the Unlisted 
: Securities Market, or. other 
uniissed companies, may also 
have share option 'schemes 
provided they can agree a 
method of share valuation 
with the Inland Revenue. 

The schemes work as fol¬ 
lows. Eligible employees 
apply for an option over a 
number of the company’s 
shares. This means they have 
the right to buy the shares 
after five years at a price 
which is fbced at the time the 
option is granted. 

Simultaneously. the 

employee agrees to open an 
accoimt with a building seel¬ 
ed named in the scheme. A 
fixed monthly ratt> of saving 
between £10 and £100 agreed, 
and this is then deducted 
from the employee's salary or 
wages throughout the five- 
year period. The building 
society account remains the 
employee’s property at all 
txmes, but if at the end of the 
five years be wants to exer¬ 
cise his option (that is. buy the 
shares at the price agreed), it 
is used to provide the purcb- I 
ase price. I

There is an obvious advan- 
ta^ in exercising the option 
if the share price has risen in 
the intervening five years. 
You can buy the shares at the 
value originally stated and 
sell them immediately to 
realise youf profit. Theie is 
no income thx to pay on this 
sort of gain, though it would 
be liable to capital gains tax. 
However, mere is no cut co 
pay if your total capital gains 
for the year-fall within the 
exempt limit of £5.900 and you 
will be very lucky to make 
this sort of profit 
If you save for the fiill five 
years, a bonus equal to 14 
monihly contributions is 
added to your savings. This is 
about the same as a com¬ 


pound interest rate of AS per 
cent and is also tax free. 

If you decide to exereise 
your option, you must do so 
within six months of the 
contract’s expiiy date. You 
may elect at the outset to have 
a seven-year instead of a five- 
year option. In this ease, you 
stop saving a£tih five years, 
but leave your savings with 
the building society.

3f you can't understand an insurance proposal form you're probably not on your own. David Worsfold explains. 

When plain English becomes a matter of form 


FOR most of us, form filling is 
an activity to be avoided or at 
least kept to a minimum. We 
fill in the most important of 
forms grudgingly and. prob¬ 
ably. without the care the task 
deserves. Insurance proposal 
forms are no exception. 

The first problem is that the 
form is badly designed and 
the questions phrased in only 
partially intelligible mumbo- 
lumbo. Fortunately, many 
Insurance companies now 
recognise the importance of 
design and language when 
putting forms together. 

Jfyou are presented with an 
insurance proposal form that 


you do not understand you 
should give it back and ask for 
another form tern another 
company that takes the trou¬ 
ble to make itself understand¬ 
able to the public. 

You might find that the 
salesman or broker will offer 
to fill the form in for you. If 
you let him. you must ensure 
that you cheek all the facts 
carefully because you will be 
responsible for any incorrect 
information, and this could 
seriously aiTect your insur¬ 
ance, even to the extent of 
invalidating it 

Indeed, the key to filling in 
an insurance proposal form is 


to be honest.and put eveiy- 
thing in. With a life insarance 
proposal form, for instance, 
there will be a question about 
your state of health. If your 
sum assuz«d is not too high, it 
might be a single, simple 


recently. Don't take it on 
yourself to decide whether 
something was serious 
enough to warrant being 
declared, leave it to the insur¬ 
ance company whether to 
take note of it or not 

The same things apply to 
motor, household, and travel 
insurance. In these eases the 


onus is placed e^n more 
firmly on you. It is not good 
enongh to argue that the 
proposals form didn’t ask 
whether your thatched cot¬ 
tage is next to a petrol station 
after you have pnt a claim in 
for fire, because the law is on 
the side of the insnranee 
companies in such eases and 
they might be entitled to 
disqualify the claim. 

Similaziy, if yonr circum¬ 
stances should ghawg a while a 
particular insurance poli^ is 
in force then tell the insur¬ 
ance company. A common 
example is when a son or 
daumter starts to drive and 


uses the family car. You 
should notifir the Insnxanee 
company before the ear 
moves an inch with your 
ofEipring behind the wheeL If 
your son should drive straight 
into yonr neighbour’s ear yon 
could find yomself with a 
large bill and an insurance 
company that has washed its 
hands of the sItnatiUL 
Don't be aftald to ask wl^ 
certain questions are 
included, and always read the 
general declaration and the 
small print If something in 
the small print strikes you as 
odd, ask why it Is there: 
Sometimes one compete will 
impose certain conditions

Sara Webb on why 
a property managerj 
could turn out to 
be an expatriate’s 
best friend 


GIVEN that a property in the 
right area stands a good 
chance of outpe rf o r ming the 
stockmaiket in the long temL 
spend 


anyone proposing to spei 
the next year or so working 
abroad would be wise to hold 
on to their house or flat The 
question is, should you let it 
or leave it? 

Properties left empty run 
the attendant risks ofoecupa' 
tion tqr squatters, damage 
from vandals, and may in the 
end cost m<ne to insure. On 
the other hand, owners who 
decide to let need to bear 
Huipby’s Law in mind — if 
something can go wrong, it 
wilL 

All well and good if you can 
let your home to a reliable 
Oriend — one edio will pay the 
rent and the bills in ample 
time so that the services are 
not cat off, make sure that the 
lealdog roof or apoplectic 
boiler is repaired promptly 
and efilcienuy, inform you of 
any insurance claims which 
neM to be made, and move 
out in plenUr of time before 
yon return. If not yon prob¬ 
ably ne^ a good properly 
manager. 

Easier said than done 
There's no complete list of 
agents who manage prop¬ 
erties in various parts of the 
United Kingdom, although 
the weekly magazine. Estates 
Gazette, publishes a monthly 
directory in' which agents 
willing to take on property 
management advertise. 

Another organisation, the 
Association of Residential 
Letting Agents, has about 45 


members wbo deal with prop¬ 
erties in and around London / 
Rea^ng / St Albans an d will 
recommend agents in the 
locality. 

Otherwise, the btft way to 
find a manager is (as alwm) 
by personal reeommendatfos 
— but make sure the firm is a 
member of either the Natio¬ 
nal Association ct Estate 
Agents or the Ro^ Institute 
of Chartered Surv^ors as a 
safoguard. 

The job of the property 
manager, aoeorditm to John 
Birch, chairman of the Asso¬ 
ciation of Residential Letting 
Agents, is **to ^ve the owner 
peace of mind and act in his 
absence in an experienced 
and efiielent manner*'. 

For alleviatii^ headaches, 
read the following finding a 
tenant: vetting, and taking up 
reforenees with the tenant's 
bank, employer, and former 
landlords; drawing up the 
tenancy agreement; making 
an inventory and iaspeeting 
the property at regular mter- 
vala: dealing with repairs and 
emergencies, nsiog reliable 
plumbed and builders, ap to 
a pre-arranged limit and with¬ 
out having to consult the 
owner; finding replacement 
tenants: collecting rent and 
providing statements for the 
landlord's account: forward- 


a schedule of delapidation at 
the end of the tenancy: and 
amaging for the eleaaiag of 
soft furnishing and replace¬ 
ment of broken items (the 
monqy for this is deducted 
from the management fee) so 
that the property does not 
look too jaded after several 
years of tenancy. 

Not all property managers 
offer the complete range of 
services and some do not 
automatically look after the 
property between tenancies, 
which poses a problem if the 


house remains murty for a 
few monttis. The nro areas

planting. Maiden Cox trees on 
119, with an average of ten

Maiden Cox trees on the more 
dwarfing M27 averaged only 
three feathers per tree, and 
yielded only 47 tonnes, with 
than half as many fruits

Odd jobbing

IF you have yet to purchase 
your tomato plants, take a 
little trouble to find varieties 
wife good flavour. For my 
money. Moneymaker, Ali¬ 
cante, Ailsa Craig and Shir¬ 
ley, all common cultivars, 
‘ have little to commend them. 
But when did you last buy a 
pound of tomatoes as tasty as 
those borne by Gardener’s 
Delight and Sweet 100? 

Id any case the plants 
purehasM should be sturdy, 
and deep green, with no 
yellow flecking on the foliage, 
«bA no resident whitefly. 
aphids, or red spider mite. 

Bedding plants can also be 
bought now. They should be 
just about to flower but not 
pot-bound, and do inquire 
whether or not they lu\*e been 
hardened oft so that you can 
take any necessaty action 
yourself. 

Over most orBritoln the risk 
of frost is receding and it is 
worth considering which 
honseplants will benefit from 
a summer sojourn outdoors. 
My sulking maidenhair fern, 
for instance, resents its cen¬ 
trally heated winter home, 
yet a few weeks in a lightly 


shaded spot outside will woric 
wonders. Fuschias, peiargo^ 
niums, ivies, and many more 
will benefit if a suitable 
outdoor spot con be found. 

But that doesn't mean we 
can forget about them. 
However wet our summer 
weather seems to us. these pot 
plants will still need frequent 
watering, and feeding where 
appropriate, too.

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Hilary Sesta reports on the booming market in retirement homes and sheltered housing. 


How to avoid the property tiap 


HALF the people of pension- 
able a^ge are now owner- 
occupiers, an increasing 
number of whom are selling 


number of whom are selling 
their properties' and buying 
easily managed retirement 
homes and warden-assisted 
housing 

Dr Stephen Baker’s 
research at the University of 
Surrey shows that 300,000 
units of sheltered housing are 
required, increasing by 15,000 
annually. The rented sector 
cannot cope with the demand. 
The building of sheltered 
accommodation for sale is a 
much needed and welcome 
addition to the provision of 
housing for the elderly: bat it 
has brought in its wake some 
conflislon for both buyer and 
seller, and some disagree¬ 
ment 

The John Laing develop¬ 
ment at Wanstead is manage 
by Guardian Housing Asso¬ 
ciation (no relation, but a 
subsidiary of Anchor Hous¬ 
ing Ibe communal room, 
near the entrance to the flats, 
is discreetly watched over by 
the warden, Jean Elliott wbo^ 
is obviously well liked the 
residents. It is always occu¬ 
pied at tea time. Mrs Lil 


Bright a newly retired resi¬ 
dent seyr. ’’Some of them are 
a bit studofiEish at first but I 
gal! out ‘how about a cuppa?' 
and they soon-become regu¬ 
lars.'’ She and her husband 
Frank sold a large hoose in 
the same road, and boi^At a 
fiat simultaneously with a 
neighbour, Mrs Dorothy 
Adams. Mrs Adams sasrs: “We 
are lucky to remain in the 
same communiiy, it made the 
change easier.” 

But not every scheme works 
so welL There’s one instance 
of leaseholders in litigation 
with another firm. Promised 
24-hoDr warden service, they 
found that there was no resi¬ 
dent warden, and the “medi¬ 
cal centre” turned out to be a 
small room with no waiting 
area and minimal facilities. 
The site was poor^ main¬ 
tained and the garden neg¬ 
lected. They coiud not find 
out who was responsible for 
the maintenance or whom to 
complain to. 

Apart from which, the sei^ 
vice charge rose alannin^ 
in a short time, and throu^ a 
sell-back clause in the lease, 
thqy were only offered their 
original purchase price and 


no share in the profit from the 
resale. They could neither 
afford to stay -or buy else¬ 
where. 

Fortunately, this would 
appear to be an isolated case, 
but there are worries that 
with thin burgeoning market 
cowboys will get into the act* 
and standards will drop. 
Before buying^ it is essential 
to know who will be fwaMaging 
the scheme Blany developers 
like John Tiaing, Wimpey and 
Barrett turn over the manage¬ 
ment of their schemes to 
housing associations using 
expertise learned from the 
rented secton or to a special¬ 
ist ornnisation like Betire- 
ment Care Ltd., whose dire¬ 
ctor, .Peter Morgan, came 
from the Hanover Housing 
Association. Pioneers in the 
field, McCarthy and Stone, 
provide their own mana^ 
ment, happy to rest on the 
reputation they have built up. 

The National Federation of 
Houring Associations has 
drawn up a model lease which 
is usea for its Leasehold 
Schemes for the Elderly, 
iheir members are .niged to 
use this lease, and any 
amendments to it have to be 


approved. Togsther with 
others, they axe also working 
on a code of practice, and a 
way of ' mouitorir^ all 
s^emes through from plan- ‘ 
ning to management, ft is 
vital to employ a solicitor to . 
look . at any lease before 
maMwg the. purchase. Of par^ 
tieular concern are the ouy^ 
back clauses, and certain 
restrictions. Permission may 
have to be sought in order to 
keep a pet, or lengthy visits 
from raucous grandchildren 
may be fo rbid***" On tenure,

sels. Mr Cram said Britain was 
a country ‘^submei^ed in dis¬ 
grace by the criminal actions 
of violent and irresponsible 
groups." 

The Italian minister of the 
interior, Mr Oscar Luigi 
Scalfaro, said the British were 
primarily responsible for the 
tragedy. ** Their fans are for 
violence at any cost and in 
any case," he said. But he also 
criticised the security arrange¬ 
ments of the Bmssels police.

On that occasion 7,000 seats 
were left. unsold to separate 
the fans, and coaches from 
Liverpool were stopped outside 
the city and escorted by the 
police directly -to the stadium, 
with no bar stops on the way. 
Those arriving by train were 
put on hired coaches and 
taken to the ground. After the 
ganw th^ were put .on trains 
again. No one was allowed to 
t&e anything inside the 
ground which had been listed 
as potentially dangerous. . 

The only fatal incidmit 
recalled in Rome was at a 
Roma-Latio match in 1979, 
when a teenaged Lazio sup¬ 
porter fired a flare pistol 
across the pitdi, killing a spec¬ 
tator who was hit in the eye. 
The youth 'ims identified but 
went into hiding. A film show¬ 
ing a Juventus fan firing a 
pistol on Wednesday was 
shown here yesterday.

In the 1976-77 season, when 
Roma played Stoke City in 
Rome. English fans invaded 
the pitch, set fire to goalposts, 
and were arrested. A similar 
episode occured in 1973, when 
Lazio played Ipstrich.

Belgium bans every British team

The .Belgian government yes¬ 
terday inq)Osed a ban on all 
football matches in the country 
against visiting British teams. 

The cabinet gave its ap¬ 
proval to the ban in the wake 
of Wednesd^ night's disaster 
in the nationM stadium in 
Brussels, when rioting at the 
Liverpool-Juventus Enropean 
Cup final led to 38 deaths and 
^0 anjories. 

The ban applies to all Brit¬ 
ish soccer clubs, without excep¬ 
tion. Amateur as well as pro¬ 
fessional sides are now finnly 
fori)idden to play in Belgium, 
as are. the bntish national 
teams. Even s^ool rides are 
covered by the edict 

The Justice Minister Mr 
Jean Gol said it was not poss¬ 


ible to make subtle distinctions 
between teams. And the Prime 
Minister, Mr WilMed Martens 
told reporters that he expected 
his government's move to be 
followed by new crowd control 
and safety proposals ftvmz Brit¬ 
ish clubs and t he E uropean 
football authority, UEFA.

Keith made It-clear at a 
press conference that lie was-,-, 
not concerned about criticism f 
of his part, in the doadlQcltc4 
pay negotiations-.

"It is easy to dispense extra 
money from the taxpayer.

He told the heads that he

cils expressing anxiety about «

the amount of money needed 
to fund it 

.Sir Keith said: "There are 
some who have been saying in 
recent weeks: 'It is all hap¬ 
pening too soon. How can we 
be ready to introduce the new 
conrses in September 1986 ? 

Give us more time. Postpone 
the introduction of the GCSE 
by a year or two years.’ 

" I want to make c lear that 
there is no question of post¬ 
poning the GCSE. The time¬ 
table remains as set out lost 
srear. The first courses will 
begin in September 1986. The 
first examinations will be held 
in the.sammer of 1988. 

Sir Keith's conference 
address brought a sharp ros-W. 
ponse ■ from Mr David Hart,^ 
general secretary of the 
NABT, who said that it had 
been unhelpful, negative and 
provocative.
